pregentative yesterday.

“We lhave already laken in severn
thousand bushels of very fine oals,
and are pleased with same; we stand
ready to pay the Chicago market spot
~ash, which I8 4 cents more than Atl-
lanta pald yesterday, and Atlants
handled mostly Texas second prad
oats. We also are In the market fi-
all the wheat offered, bhut it musi
absolutbly be sweated out befora we
can use it. T would greatly apprecial
it if you would impress on the farm
ers that we want thelr wheal, wili
pay them cash for it, and are auxious
to serve them, but they must ba care-
ful to see that thelr wheat is in nro-
per shape before bringing it to us fu-
cash sales. We have ample (inances
ito handle all offered.”
